Victories give Ford new spark

Republican voters in Mich­ 
igan and Maryland have given 
President Ford the victories he 
needed to slow down Ronald 
Reagan’s dash for the presiden­ 
tial nomination. Gov. Edmund 
G. 
Brown Jr. of California, 
meanwhile, has 
become the 
second late entry in the Demo­ 
cratic race to defeat Jimmy 
Carter. 
Carter barely made it in 
Michigan over Rep. Morris K. 
Udall. 
Ford, loser to Reagan in five 
of the last six primaries, got a 
landslide victory of almost 2-1 
from voters in his home state 


of 
Michigan, 
bringing 
some 
smiles to the White House for 
the first tim e in a month and 
leading the President to ob­ 
serve: “Tonight is one of the 
nicest nights Betty and I have 
ever had.” 
The President also defeated 
Reagan easily in Maryland, a 
state where neither did much 
serious work. But Ford still 
trails 
the 
former California 
governor in the overall delegate 
count. 
Among 
the 
D em ocrats, 
Brown did in Maryland what 
Sen. Frank Church did a week 
ago in Nebraska — made his 
primary debut by defeating 
front-runner Carter, although 


Carter won the bulk of the dele­ 
gates because Brown filed too 
late 
to 
have 
any 
delegate 
slates. 
And in Michigan, Carter won 
by a hair over Udall, who has 
made a career of finishing sec­ 
ond. Udall proclaimed the close 
race a victory and said he is in 
the best position to win the 
nomination if Carter falters. 
The Michigan margin was 2,- 
317 for Carter, with only 11 ru­ 
ral precncts left to be counted. 
Carter, who had led most of the 
night, saw a 14,000 vote lead 
cut suddenly to alm ost nothing 
after a mixup in counting and a 
recheck. 
Here is how they stood: 


Republicans: 
In Michigan, with 96 per cent 
of the precincts reporting: 
Ford, 672,986 or 65 per cent 
Reagan 351,734 or 34 per cent 
Delegates were apportioned 
according to the vote, and Ford 
was leading for 55 and Reagan 
for 29. 
In Maryland, with all the 
votes counted: 
Ford 94,784 or 58 per cent 
Reagkn 68,916 or 42 per cent. 
Ford won all 43 delegates 
based on separate counts in the 
Congressional districts. 
Democrats: 
In Michigan, with 99 per cent 
of the precincts reported: 
Carter 305,902 or 44 per cent

Wallace, who won in Michigan 
four years ago, ran a distant 
third with 7 per cent of the 
vote; 2 percent were uncom­ 
mitted; Sen. Henry M. Jackson 
of Washington, Fred Harris, 
Sargent 
Shriver 
and 
Ellen 
McCormack had 1 . per cent 
each. 
The delegates were divided 
proportionately, and Carter was 
ahead for 69, Udall for 58, 4 
were uncommitted and 2 were 
for Wallace. 
In Maryland, here was the fi­ 
nal count: 


Brown, 283,856 or 49 per cent. 
Carter 216,687 or 37 per cent 
Udall was getting 5 per cent, 
Wallace 4 per cent each, Jack­ 
son and Mrs. McCormack were 
getting 2 per cent and Harris 1 
per cent. 
In separate balloting for dele­ 
gates, Carter won 32, Jackson 
10, Udall 7, and 4 were uncom­ 
mitted. The popular vote pri­ 
mary had no bearing on dele­ 
gate selection, and Brown had 
no delegate slate entered. 


Ford, who picked up 98 dele­ 
gates Tuesday to 29 for Rea­ 
gan, still trails in the delegate 
count, but he narrowed the gap 
signifigantly. Reagan now has 
514 and Ford 432, with another 
383 uncommitted, many thought 
to be Ford backers who would 
be encouraged by the Presi­ 
dent’s showing on Tuesday. A 
total of 1,130 is needed for nom­ 
ination. 


Carter built on his lead in 
Democratic delegates. He now 
has 712 of the 1,505 needed for 
nomination to 274.5 for Udall, 
who moved into second place. 
Jackson, who has stopped ac­ 
tive campaigning, is third with 
222 and Wallace is fourth with 
145. 
Ford, returning from a din­ 
ner for French President Vale­ 
ry Giscard d’Estaing, said of 
his showing: “This is really go­ 
ing to put us on the road to that 
victory in Kansas City,” He 
added: "And boy, that nice vic­ 
tory.

(SPA) which, 
according to Inman, has per- 


m itted the city to m aintain its 
low rates. However, the SPA 
purchase agreem ent entails a 
m axim um purchase of 23,800 
kilow atts and will expire June 3, 
1986 
With 
a 
maximum 
power 
capacity 
of 39,200 kilowatts, 
including generated and pur­ 
chased power, the city faces a 
projected power usage of 39,000 
kw during 1976, according to 
Inman. By 1980, the projected 
power load will be 57,700 kw, 
rising 
to 
a 
high of 91,600 
kilowatts in 1986, the year when 
the city will lose SPA power. 
Sikeston’s 
power usage 
is 
doubling every seven years, 
co m p ared 
to 
the 
n ational 
average of every 10 years, 
Inm an said. 
S ev eral 
alte rn a tiv e s, 
in­ 
cluding 
pu rch ase 
and 
generation of power, have been 
explored over the past four 
years in attem pts to guarantee a 
future power supply, according 
to Inm an. Consideration was 
given to purchase of power from 
several sources, with Missouri 
Utilities found to be the only 
feasible supplier. A cost com ­ 
parison 
showed 
the 
private 
firm ’s rates to be extremely 
high, Inm an said. 
Citing examples showing that 
the power purchased by the city 
in 1975 from SPA a t a cost of 
$604,471.25 
would 
have 
cost 
$2,119.571.20 under the Missouri 
Utilities rate structure, Inm an 
said 
residential purchase of 
1,000 kilowatt hours at a cost of 
$24.77 
at current city rates 
would have co6t $41.91 through 
Missouri Utilities.

call for continuing construction 
of costly power plants... .we.have 
to borrow 80 percent of the 
m oney to keep up....For every 
dollar we earned in 1973 we put 
$7.39 back....” T hat $7.39 for 
every dollar of earnings of the 
com pany in 1973 represented 
voluntary capital 
investm ent 
draw n from the savings of in­ 
vestors all over the country. 
Unless the nation’s electric 
companies can continue to a t­ 
trac t funds from investors in 
order to meet ever-higher job 
requirem ents, it is idle to talk of 
allocating energy to m aintain 
jobs and production, because 
there will neither be energy to

nor 
in d u strie s 
to 
allocate it to. 


SAVING ENERGY 
One of the m ost practical and 
inform ative m anuals on energy 
and its conservation has been 
produced 
through

These are the kind of con­ 
servation-minded 
suggestions 
which show that a reasonable 
level of intelligence in the use of 
energy has become one of the 
obvious requirem ents of con­

life-the sam e as 
learning to drive safely, eat

to 
judiciously use the m iracles of 
modern medicine.

Not only that, they warn, but it would bring to an end 
vitally important research aimed at protecting killer 
whales and “set a dangerous precedent’* that could spur 
growing efforts to ban the public display of ALL animals 
in private or public zoos and aquariums. 
Even allowing for more than a little exaggeration here, 
as well as for the financial stake of the marine parks in 
the matter, it is worth observing that practically 
everything we know today about the intelligent killer 
whales — including their intelligence and the fact that 
they are not “killers,” at least as far as humans are 
concerned — is because they have been captured, studied 
and trained by organizations like Sea World. 
Unless supporters of this legislation can show that the 
few whales on display in the marine parks are abused or 
mistreated, or that their capture is a form of cruelty 
outweighing their scientific or educational or just plain 
commercial or entertainment value to humans, or that 
their future replacement in any way threatens the 
species, it would seem that there are a lot of other 
animals far more deserving of the protective concern of 
animal lovers.

Committee is now considering a 
tax reform m easure that will 
lower state and local taxes by 
more than three quarters of a

lobby in Washington, D.C. 
The Ways and Means plan 
would 
provide 
sta te s 
and 
localities with a “taxable bond 
option” 
when 
they 
borrow 
money. At present, states and 
localities 
try 
to keep 
their 
borrowing costs low by issuing 
bonds that are free of federal 
income tax. But as Fortune 
m agazine pointed out in its 
December 
1975 
edition, 
tax 
exempt bonds are very wasteful. 
Most of the benefits of tax 
exemption are captured by the 
banks and wealthy investors, 
leaving com paratively little for 
municipalities. 
The taxable bond option plan 
will provide a direct federal 
subsidy, if states and localities 
choose to issue taxable ra th er 
than tax exem pt bonds. The 
proposal will be a voluntary 
alternative to the existing in­ 
direct tax subsidy. According to 
recent U.S. Treasury D ep art­ 
ment estim ates, adoption of the 
plan will result in a reduction in 
state and local borrowing costs 
of $868 million annually, at a net 
cost to the federal governm ent 
of only $81 million. On balance, 
the plan will therefore save 
ordinary taxpayers about $787 
million each year (the $868 
million saving to states and 
localities, less the $81 million 
cost to the federal governm ent). 
The losers under this plan, 
says 
T axation 
W ith 
Representation, will be those 
banks and wealthy investors 
that have traditionally used tax 
exempt state and local bonds to 
avoid paying their fair sh are of 


federal taxes. Over 88 per cent 
of the $1.1 billion in tax relief 
enjoyed by individuals holders 
of tax exem pt bonds now goes to 
people 
earning 
over 
$50,000 
annually. TWR feels that they 
certainly don’t need federal tax 
subsidies. 
Meanwhile, m ost banks are

Agency (EPA) 
spent an in­ 
credible $4.2 million to find out 
that untuned engines spread 
more pollution than do engines 
after they are tuned up. 
The money was used to test 
various automobiles to d eter­ 
mine whether 
their exhaust 
fumes violated clean a ir stan ­ 
dards. 
We 
have c are fu lly 
studied the findings, which have 
been withheld from the public. 
They can be boiled down to one 
basic conclusion: That the w orst 
pollution is spread by cars in 
“ less- than- adequate state of 
m aintenance.” 
This led the researchers also 
to conclude, pll for the sam e $4.2 
million price, that there is a 
“ need 
for 
finding 
ways 
of 
assuring that in-use cars are 
properly m aintained.” 
The language of the studies is 
often ponderous, as befits a $4.2 
million project. But the con­ 
clusion, even after it has been 
dressed up in scholarly ver­ 
biage, was hardly worth $4.2 
million. EPA could have ob­ 
tained the sam e finding from 
any 
com petent 
g a ra g e 
mechanic for, say, $4.20. 
The EPA official in charge of 
car pollution control, Eric Stork, 
cheerfully contenfc that the $4.2 
million data can now be used to 
convince state and city officials 
that they should compel owners 
to keep their cars tuned up.

Americans puffed nearly 9 bil­ 
lion more cigarettes last year 
than in 1974 and a government 
agency wants to know whether 
the cigarette industry is using 
deceptive advertisements to en­ 
courage people to light up 
more. 
In its annual report to Con­ 
gress Monday, the Federal 
Trade Commission estimated 
601 billion to 603 billion ciga­ 
rettes were sold in the United 
States in 1975, up 1.5 per cent 
from the previous year’s 594.5 
billion. 
The FTC, repeating a con­ 
cern it voiced last year, said 
certain ads “may tend to en­ 
courage consumers to ignore 
the grave health consequences 
of smoking.” It cited a recent 
ad “for Salem in which a 
smoker asserts, ‘I don’t analyze 
smoking, I enjoy it.’” 
The FTC is undertaking the 
investigation “to learn what the 
cigarette industry knows about 
the effects of its advertising 
and other promotional activities 
on consumers and potential 
consumers.” 
The commission wants Con­ 
gress to provide a more sharp­ 
ly worded health warning on 
cigarette packs and ads. Since 
1970 the packs have carried the 
wording, “The Surgeon General 
has determined that cigarette 
smoking is dangerous to your 
health.” 
The agency favors a warning 
that would either spell out the 
diseases smoking can lead to, 
or declare smoking “may re­ 
sult in your death.” 
The report defended the cur­ 
rent label, despite the rise in 
cigarette sales. 
The commission renewed a 
previous recommendation that 
each cigarette brand be re­ 
quired to list its tar and nico­ 
tine rating on both packaging 
and advertisements. 
It called for mandatory list­ 
ing of any other component 
that is shown dangerous in fur­ 
ther medical studies. One such 
ingredient now under study is 
carbon monoxide.

(AP) — Initiative petition ef­ 
forts to place proposed changes 
in state law or the Constitution 
before voters this fall have 
been halved as the submission 
deadline nears. 
The secretary of state’s office 
reported Tuesday that only sev­ 
en active initiative campaigns 
are still under way with the 
July 1 deadline for submitting 
the signatures for verification 
only seven weeks away. 
More than a dozen drives 
covering a wide range of issues 
were rumored earlier this year, 
apparently spurred by the suc­ 
cessful 1974 initiative campaign 
to enact a campaign finance 
law. But half of them either 
never started or were halted 
before completion either be­ 
cause of action by the legisla­ 
ture or other developments. 
Those discontinued included 
efforts to revise operations of 
the General Assembly including 
a reduction in the size of the 
House, legalize horse race bet­ 
ting, limit power of regional 
planning commissions, allow 
collective bargaining for public 
employes and ease require­ 
ments for passage of bond is­ 
sues. 
All but one of the remaining 
active campaigns proposes to 
amend the state Constitution, 
and petitions to place those pro­ 
posals on the ballot will require 
the signatures of 8 per cent of 
the voters in each of seven con­ 
gressional districts. 
The seventh petition drive 
proposes a new state law aimed 
at curbing rising utility rates 
by limiting the costs utilities 
can pass on to consumers. It 
requires the signatures of 5 per 
cent of the voters in each of 
seven congressional districts. 
The secretary of state’s office 
has already received petitions 
from one group called Fairness 
in Education and is currently 
checking their validity. That 
proposal would supersede con­ 
stitutional prohibitions against 
state aid to parochial schools, 


permitting textbooks loans, bus 
transportaton and schooling for 
handicapped children outside 
public schools. 
Although the legislature has 
approved submission of a pro­ 
posed constitutional amend­

COLUMBIA — “Surgery isn’t 
the answer to coronary heart 
disease. Simple prevention is 
the best remedy a doctor can 
prescribe.” 
That’s the opinion of Dr. John 
D. Arnold, president of the 
Missouri Heart Association, who 
views prevention as the 
most 
sensible approach to combat the 
epidemic of heart disease. 
More than 680,000 Americans 
will die from heart attack this 
year. Well over 200,000 will 
suffer fatal strokes. 
A major cause of these two 
killers is atherosclerosis, a form 
of hardening of the arteries. 
This is a progressive disease in 
which fatty deposits accumulate 
on the walls of the arteries. It’s 
similar to lime buildingup in a 
water 
pipe over the years. 
Eventually, the artery channels 
become so narrow that blood 
can no longer reach heart or 
brain centers. When this hap­ 
pens, the result is a heart attack 
or stroke. 
“ Everyone of us - from young 
children to 8 5-year-old grand­ 
mothers - has atherosdoerosis 
to a 
degree,” Dr. Arnold ex­ 
plains. “ it can begin early in 
life, but it can be slowed by 
controlling the coronary risk 
factors.” 
A diet in saturated fats and 
cholesterol is one factor that 
contributes to coronary artery 
disease. By eating foods low in 
fat and cholesterol, it may be 
possible to avert a heart attack 
or stroke. 
High 
blood 
pressure 
and 
cigarette smoking are two other 
factors closely tied to coronary 
artery disease. 
“ It’s not unusual for high 
blood pressure to occur at -a 
fairly young age,” Dr. Arnold 
notes. “ We’ve detected it in 
teen-agers. This is why regular 
checkups beginning at an early 
age are so important. A diet high 
in 
saturated 
fats 
and 
cholesterol, high Mood pressure 
and excess cigarette smoking all 
work to increase the risk of 
heart attack and stroke.” 
Other important risk factors 
I that encourage heart disease 
I are lack of regular exercise and 
I a tendency toward overeating.

I everyone to know and be able to 
I recognize the early warning 
I signs of heart attack.

Sometimes 
these symptoms subside and 
then return. 
A simple awareness of these 
I early warning signs can help 
save countless lives, Dr. Arnold 
I emphasizes. “ When heart at­ 
tack 
strikes, 
immediate 
emergency care is essential. 
Many victims are able to sur­ 
vive heart attack by heeding 
these signals for survival, but 
it’s best to aim for prevention 
right from the start.”

Missouri turkey hunters took 
7,832 birds during the recent 
two-week season, most in 
modern history. 
The previous high season was 
in 1973 when hunters took 5,724 
turkeys. Ste. Genevieve County 
led this year in the number of 
birds checked in with 369. 
Totals from the counties will 
change because hunters check 
birds 
in counties adjoining 
where they bagged the bird. 
Texas was second in birds 
checked with 322, while Dent 
had 313 and Crawford 310. 


The season was unique in 
another' way- two very large 
birds were checked, one of 43 
pounds, eight ounces, the other 


of 34 pounds, 13 ounces. 
In the case of the first bird, 
John Lewis, turkey biologist for 
the Conservation Department, 
ruled it had enough domestic 
blood in it that it couldn’t be 
considered a wild bird. 


The second bird, taken by a 
Texas County hunter, had all the 
characteristics of a wild bird. 
“But when I saw it, it had been 
field dressed,” Lewis says. 


“It just could not 
have 
weighed more than 22 pounds 
field dressed. A turkey loses 
only 10 per cent of its body 
weight when it’s field dressed 
and 
even 
allowing 
for 
dessication from being frozen, 
there’s no way the bird could 
have lost 12 to 14 pounds. 


Lewis said the bird was two 
years old and that would be an 
extremely short time to raise 
any turkey to more than 34 
pounds, even a domestic one. 


“Weight records aren’t what 
turkey hunting is all about 
anyway,” he says. Because of 
the difficulty of authenticating 
weight records, 
the Con­ 
servation Department has 
decided not to maintain a state 
turkey weight record list- there 
never have been any awards for 
such records anyway. 
The number of turkey hunters 
won’t be known until all the 
permits 
are 
gathered, 
but 
should run between 30,000 and 
40,000. In 1973, the last two-bird 
season, there were 29.^49 per­ 


mittees, but the number had 
declined slightly since. 
Lewis felt that the season 
could have been more suc­ 
cessful, that it was hampered by 
cold, windy and rainy weather 
on several days. “I think if we’d 
had good weather all the way,” 
he says, “the harvest could 
have been 10,000.” 
In 1960, the first modern 
season after a hunting closure in 
1937, hunters (all 698 of them) 
took 94 turkeys in 14 opefr • 
counties.

BURLINGTON, Mass. (AP) 
— “One day at school I saw 
this ftinny-looking thing with 
blinking lights,” said 17-year- 
old Roger Walker of his first 
encounter with the nation’s 
newest hobby: the digital com­ 
puter. 
“I dropped in to see what it 
was, then I just kept coming 
back. I really got hooked on 
it,” added Walker. 


Computers — for a long time 
highly sophisticated and vastly 
expensive machines requiring 
platoons of technicians, progra- 
mers, mathematicians and en­ 
gineers to run — now are being 
sold and used by amateurs. It's 
happening just the way ham ra­ 
dios 
and high-fidelity 
sets 
passed into the hands of hobby­ 
ists of earlier generations. 
The nation’s first electronic 
computer, developed at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
Moore school In the 1940s, took 
several years to build and cost 
close to $20 million. But tech­ 
nological developments have 
made it possible to build an 
equivalent computer for as 
little as $500. 
The advance which makes 
possible hobby computers is the 
“microprocessor,” 
a 
device 
which doea everything the 
room-sized original at the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania could 
do — yet fits on the area of a 
fingernail and is only millime­ 
ters thick. 
“This hobby didn’t exist five 
years ago,” said Douglas Calli- 
han, 35, a network radio tech­ 
nician in Boston. “Except for 
the very wealthy, no one had 
them in his house.” 
“We used to consider our­ 
selves fortunate when freshmen 
had calculus. Now we are get­ 
ting students who have already 
built their own computers,” 
said Peter Jessel, a computer 
scientist at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology in Cam­ 
bridge. 
These small, inexpensive and 
versatile computers can be 


used for many things, from 
playing games to solving very 
technical problems. 
“You can connect the com­ 
puters to your television to play 
video games, like ping-pong, or 
you can connect it to a speaker 
to (day music,” Jessel ex­ 
plained. 
Walker uses his to grade stu­ 
dents’ tests. 
Geoffrey Feldman, 24, a free­ 
lance engineer from Amherst, 
says he’s pursuing more sophis­ 
ticated goals. 
“I dropped out of school, and 
I’m using the computer to edu­ 
cate myself. I’m getting about 
10 times the education for the 
cost,” Feldman says. 
“Electronic music is getting 
very involved, and the comput­ 
er can take over some of the 
work,” he explains. “I had 
known people were making mi­ 
croprocessors, and I knew it 
was just a matter of time be­ 
fore the prices began to drop.” 
“I play games — like back­ 
gammon (Hr chess; store some 
tax information and eliminate a 
lot of paperwork from my life,” 
Callihan says. “I’m also using 
it for a lot of common garden 
variety things, like watching 
the house with devices that act 
as eyes.” 
Until recently, inexpensive 
computer equipment was not 
readily available to the general 
public. But now Massachusetts 
hobbyists have their own spe­ 
cialty shop, “The Computer 
Store,” here. 
Sidney Halligan, 45, and Dick 
Brown, 43, are owners of the 
store, one of about a dozen 
computer hobbyshops in the na­ 
tion. 
“With the low cost and the 
availability of these computers, 
they are going to be as much a 
part of everyday life as the 
toaster,” 
Halligan 
believes. 
“The younger people are going 
to be in the computer age 
whether they like it or not. 
“Now that there are low-cost 
computers, the pressure is 


mounting to develop programs 
to do domestic tasks,” said Dr. 
Steve Ward, an MIT professor. 
‘They have become cheap 
enough so that we can expect 
them to have a serious impact 
on 
household 
management 
within the next decade.” 
“It's not a freak idea. It is 
the second revolution for com­ 
puters: 
computers 
for 
the 
people. It is the beginning of a 
new kind of computer market­ 
ing," according to Halligan. “It 
is a new retail distribution 
method of what used to be a 
very complicated product.” 
His customers, ranging from 
age 10 to 65, can buy all kinds 
of computer parts, including 
the processing unit, the memo­ 
ry, and connections to hook 
computers to items already in 
the home. Halligan says an en­ 
tire system runs from $700 to 
$1,200. When completed it looks 
like a small box and can sit on 
a table. 
“The ‘biggies’ are starting to 
catch up to this thing,” Fel­ 
dman adds, referring to the 
computer “kits" being sold by . 
large computer firms, including 
Intel, Signetics and MOS Tech­ 
nology. 
“It’s an exploding market­ 
place,” says a spokesman for 
Intel, the nation’s largest pro­ 
ducer of microprocessors. In­ 
tel’s sales last year totalled 
$137 million. 
Staffs at The Computer Store 
are trained to help untangle the 
electronic knots. “There are 
some people who are clumsy, 
so we do have backup here. If 
they really mess something up, 
we’ll help them get it work­ 
ing,” Halligan says. 
Halligan and Brown also sell 
the computer hobbyist maga­ 
zine, BYTE, and display infor­ 
mation about the New England 
Computer Society, a hobby- 
ists’club. 
BYTE Magazine published by 
Carl Helmers, 28, and Virginia 
Peschke, 
in 
Peterborough, 
N.H., is the best known of the 
hobby publications.

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New compromise bill moving

to control some gas prices 
Scientists crack computer 
containing military secrets 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
new compromise bill is moving 
in the Senate to end federal 
price controls on some natural 
gas and allow prices to con­ 
sumers to rise gradually. 
Congress 
has 
been dead­ 
locked on the issue. The Senate 
voted last October to phase out 
interstate price ceilings on nat­ 
ural gas but the House voted in 
February to continue the con­ 
trols on major producers. 
On Tuesday, the Senate Com­ 
merce Committee sought to 
break this impasse by voting 
16-1 in favor of a compromise 
that would retain some price 
controls while eliminating oth­ 
ers. 
Although there were varying 


predictions of how the measure 
would affect consumer prices, 
committee aides said that at 
the very least, it would mean 
10 to IS per cent higher bills 
per year to those who use natu­ 
ral gas to heat their homes. 
The new bill was given a 
good chance of Senate passage 
primarily because it has the 
backing of a number of former 
opponents of gas deregulation, 
including committee chairman 
Warren Magnuson, D-Wash., 
and Sen. Ernest F. Hollings, D- 
S.C. 
Hollings said, “ What we have 
always tried to do is make 
some incentive for the drilling 
of gas at a fair price to bring it 
on the market and protect the 


consumers. I think this com­ 
promise will do the trick.” 
Gas shipped in interstate 
commerce is now regulated at 
about 52 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet. 
The new bill provides that: 
—The price limits would be 
raised to $1.60 per 1,000 cubic 
feet for newly drilled onshore 
. gas sold in interstate markets 
and to $1.35 per 1,000 cubic feet 
for newly drilled offshore gas 
sold in the same markets. Pro­ 
vision would be made for fur­ 
ther hikes based on inflation. 
—The limits on new onshore 
gas would be removed entirely 
by 1983 while new offshore gas 
would remain under federal 
price controls. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
team of Navy scientists used 
regular telephone connections 
to penetrate the memory bank 
of a supposedly theftproof com­ 
puter system containing classi­ 
fied military information, a 
congressman says. 
Rep. John E. Moss, D-Calif., 
said Tuesday he had obtained a 
copy of a secret report detail­ 
ing results of the computer- 
cracking operation, undertaken 
in mid-1974 by scientists at the 
Naval Research Laboratory. 
“The mere fact that they 
could get into this system is a 
matter of considerable con­ 
cern,” he said, noting that com­ 
parable computer systems cur­ 
rently are being used through­ 
out the military as well as by 
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various 
civilian 
federal 
agencies. 
The California Democrat as­ 
serted that “obviously, if one 
group could crack it, there’s no 
reason to think that others 
can’t.” 
The disclosure came in the 
wake of a General Accounting 
Office report last week con­ 
tending that many of the feder­ 
al government’s 9,000 comput­ 
ers are insufficiently protected 
against sabotage, 
vandalism 
and natural disasters. 
The GAO said lax physical 
security practices at many ma­ 
jor federal computer facilities 
make the installations especial­ 
ly susceptible to “ losses caused 
by 
bombings, 
fires, 
floods, 
frauds, thefts, embezzlements 
and human ¡errors.” 
An aide to Moss said the 
computer penetrated in the 1974 
operation, a Uni vac 1106 execu­ 
tive system, had been “ sold to 
the Navy with the idea that it 
was an absolutely foolproof sys­ 
tem.” 
Without prior authorization 
from officials supervising the 
computer system, the Naval 
Research Laboratory scientists 


successfully dialed into the 
computer’s memory bank over 
ordinary telephone lines, ac­ 
cording to the report obtained 
by Moss. 
The group obtained certain 
sensitive data and “no one was 
the wiser” until being informed 
later about the experiment, 
Moss’ aide said. 
Although further details were 
not 
immediately 
available, 
many computer systems can be 
contacted by using telephone 
lines to connect a computer 
databank by dialing the data­ 
bank number. In such a sys­ 
tem, knowledge of the tele­ 
phone number is essential to 
gain access. 
The scientists, surprised at 
how easily they had been able 
to crack into the computer, in­ 
cluded in their report a number 
of 
recommendations 
for 
strengthening 
the 
system’s 
electronic 
security 
meas- 
ures.The Moss aide said it was 
unclear to what extent, if any, 
the group’s recommendations 
have been adopted since the re­ 
port was prepared and sub­ 
mitted to Navy officials nearly 
two years ago. 
Kissinger to meet 
NATO ministers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
dual problems of Communist 
participation in the Italian gov­ 
ernment and western Europe’s 
fear of a reduced U.S. role in 
defense will be the focus of Sec­ 
retary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger’s trip to Europe, which be­ 
gins today. 
The secretary’s first stop was 
Oslo, Norway, site of the an­ 
nual conference of North Atlan­ 
tic Treaty Organization minis­ 
ters. 


After two days at the NATO 
meeting, Kissinger will spend 
part of a day in Bonn, Germa­ 
ny, and then will go to Sweden, 
Luxembourg and England be­ 
fore returning home May 27. 
Throughout the tour, the sec­ 


retary will deal with the im­ 
pending Communist role in a 
new Italian government follow­ 
ing next month’s elections. 
Many of the NATO members 
are skeptical about the gloomy 
outlook expressed by Kissinger 
over the Italian situation, point­ 
ing out that both Iceland and 
Portugal have had Communists 
in their governments without 
damaging NATO. 
At the same time, those ques­ 
tioning Kissinger’s view, gener­ 
ally the alliance’s northern 
members,

that 
tactical and short-run com­ 
plications could arise. These 
deal with Italian access to se­ 
crets and participation in the 
strategic NATO Nuclear Plan­ 
ning Group. 
State officials try 
to improve vendors

(AP) — State welfare officials 
will increase by 50 per cent the 
fee private vendors receive for 
dispursing food stamps in an 
effort to improve the reliability 
of those vendors. 


Ewing Gourley, director of 
the state Division of Family 
Services, told the joint legisla­ 
tive Fiscal Affairs Committee 
Tuesday that the increase will 
be implemented on July 1. It 
will 
not 
affect 
the 
price 
recipients pay for the food cou­ 
pons. 


Gourley has previously sug­ 
gested raising the 50 cent per 
transaction fee, but following 
passage of the budget last ses­ 
sion, officials said there was 
not 
sufficient 
funds 
appro­ 
priated to do so. 
He advised the panel, which 
has no authority over the mat­ 
ter, of the situation, suggesting 
a possibly hike to $1. But the 
panel advised him to lower the 
increase to 75 cents, as mem­ 


bers indicated they would seek 
swift legislative action next 
January on supplemental funds 
to cover the increased cost. 
Gourley, after meeting with 
the panel, also said his office 
will renew discussions with the 
state Revenue Department in 
connection with the feasibility 
of dispensing food stamps from 
one of the Revenue Department 
branch offices. The experiment 
is intended to reduce adminis­ 
trative costs of the food stamp 
vending program. 
Gourley said the branch of­ 
fice in Independence would 
probably be used for the trial, 
although he said he would re­ 
port back to the committee 
next month on a finalized ver­ 
sion of the plan.

Two Texans indicted 
for Mexican jail raid 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 
A burly ex-Marine and an au­ 
tomobile salesman have been 
indicted by a federal grand 
jury in connection with an as­ 
sault which freed 14 Americans 
from a Mxican jail. 
Federal authorities say their 
investigation of the jailbreak is 
not complete. 
Donald Floyd Fielden, 29. and 
William McCoy Hill Jr., 32. 
both of Dallas, were indicted 
Tuesday on charges of illegally 
exporting a firearm from the 
United States to Mexico. Both 
were charged earlier and re­ 
leased on bond. 
Government lawyers argue 
that the two exported a 12- 
gauge shotgun allegedly used in 
the raid. The indictment said 
the gun was taken from Eagle 


Pass, Tex., across the border to 
Piedras Negras, Mexico, on 
March 12. 
The maximum penalty for 
the offense is two years in pris­ 
on and a $25,000 fine. 
Mike Aranson, an attorney 
representing Hill, said he would 
try to make the real issue in 
the case “a rallying point for 
concern over inhumane treat­ 
ment" of American citizens in 
Mexican jails.

Boston school case 
could be court test 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Atty. 
Gen. Edward H. Levi is consid­ 
ering whether to use the Boston 
school case to fulfill President 
Ford’s request that he find a 
vehicle for seeking new Su­ 
preme Court limits on court-or­ 
dered busing. 
At Ford’s request, Levi has 
been looking for a school deseg­ 
regation case that, turns on is­ 
sues and circumstances consid­ 
ered appropriate for a broader 
review of busing, White House 
and Justice Department offi­ 
cials said Tuesday. 
He is expected to decide this 
week whether to make the Bos­ 
ton case the vehicle for seeking 
guidelines that would affect 
many cities. 
The issue has set off high-lev­ 
el debate within the Justice De­ 
partment. 
Assistant Atty. Gen. J. Stan­ 
ley Pottinger, head of the de­ 
partment’s civil rights division, 
has publicly lined up with the 
civil rights groups opposing de­ 
partment intervention in the 
Boston case. 
On the other hand, Solicitor 
General Robert H. Bork ik urg­ 
ing that the department support 
the Boston Home and School 
Association’s petition seeking 
Supreme Court review of the 
lower court busing orders. 
Bork was to meet today with 
Sen. Edward Brooke, R-Mass., 
who is urging the department 
to stay out of the case. It was 
not certain whether Levi would 
attend that meeting. 
Boston 
antibusing 
leaders 
suggested that Levi might be 
swayed by political pressures 


in a presidential election year, 
but others involved in the de­ 
bate insisted that the decision 
will be based on legal, rather 
than political, considerations. 
White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen noted that Ford 
has urged alternatives to bus­ 
ing, but he said "any decision 
to intervene in the Boston bus­ 
ing case will have to be made 
by the attorney general.” 


Department officials said a 
proposed legal brief drafted in 
Bork’s office does not question 
the use of some busing as a 
permissible 
tool 
of 
deseg­ 
regation. Department spokes­ 
man Robert Havel said that 
proposal is in' line with Bork’s 
past arguments that busing 
should be considered an ex­ 
treme 
remedy 
which 
the 
courts, in some cases, should 
not impose on an entire city. 
The fact that Levi is consid­ 
ering joining in the petition 
urging the justices to review 
the Boston case aroused and 
angered leaders of the National 
Association for the Advance­ 
ment of Colored People. 


NAACP executive director 
Roy Wilkins told reporters after 
a private session with Levi that 
department intervention in the 
case could launch a return to 
the "separate but equal" doc­ 
trine spelled out, by the Su­ 
preme Court in 1896. 
Wilkins said that as the meet­ 
ing broke up. "I said to the at­ 
torney general, ‘Why now?’ He 
turned away from me and 
walked away. It made mefeel 
damn angry."

So were a totql of 
31 people who wrote them. The 
names of all 31 were read -on 
the air. It made watching paint 
dry seem downright lively. 
And mercy, was it hard to 
stay awake as most winners 
trooped onstage to thank their 
producers, directors, writers,

COLUMBIA — Expansion of 
the family medicine program of 
the School of Medicine 
at 
University 
of 
Missouri- 
Columbia has been assured 
through financial support by the 
W. K. Kellog Foundation of 
battle Creek, Mich. 
A $615,310 grant was approved 
to expand team (physician- 
nurse) health care delivery in 
central Missouri, to enhance a 
family- 
oriented 
system 
of 
preventive medicine and illiness 
care and to expand a model of 
rural 
health 
care 
delivery 
through satellite programs. 
Dr. Jack M. Colwill, head of 
the family practice residency 
program and associate dean of 
the medical school, is project 
director. The grant covers a 
four- year period which began in 
April. 
“We feel that efficient, ef­ 
fective 
delivery 
of 
com­ 
prehensive 
health- 
oriented, 
family- centered primary care 
can best be carried out through 
the partnership of a physician 
and a nurse practitioner,” Dr. 
Colwill says. 
“We plan 
to 
demonstrate to our trainees that 
a team approach to health 
delivery is more comprehensive 
than 
that provided by a 
physician alone.” 
Plans call for a training 
program for nurse practitioners 
- registered nurses with ad­ 
ditional skills in common 
medical problems and health 
maintenance. Through this role 
the nurse can work in part­ 
nership with a physician. 
The medical schools’s family 
medicine 
program 
provides 
care now in two facilities: a 
Family Medical Care Center in 
Columbia and the Callaway 
Family Medical Care Center in 
Fulton. 
Working alongside 
senior 
faculty 
members,* 
resident physicians gain ex­ 
perience in each setting. 
The Columbia center, located 
in the UMC Medical Center, is in 
a relatively urban setting. It 
draws 40 per cent of its patients 
from families of university 
employes, 35 per cent from the 
community and 25 per cent from 
UMC 
students 
and 
their 
families. The center averages 
1,300 patient visits a month and 
uses University Hospital for 
patients 
who 
need 
hospitalization. 
The Callaway 
center is 
directed by a board of Fulton 
citizens. This center averages 
900 visits a month, its patients 
coming from a more rural 
setting. 
Those 
needing 
hospitalization are cared for at 
Callaway County Hospital. This 
practice gives the physicians an 
opportunity to deal with medical 
problems in a smaller com­ 
munity and experience the 
advantages 
of living 
and 
practicing in a small town. 
The Kellogg grant will assist 
expansion of the physical 
facilities of both these family 
medical care centers and the 
addition of new faculty mem­ 
bers. 
It also provides 
for 
planning 
the 
educational 
program for nurse practitioners 
and allows expansion of the 
physician 
residency training 
program. The latter will in­ 
crease from 19 to 25 residents in 
July. 
“While virtually every small 


community in rural Missouri 
would like to have its own 
physician, it seems unlikely that 
this is achievable in this day and 
age,” Colwill says. 
"We believe that the most 
realistic 
system 
for 
future 
health care delivery is based 
upon 
group 
practices 
of 
physicians and nurse prac­ 
titioners. Such groups will serve 
not only their own community 
but also may develop ‘satellite 
offices' in surrounding smaller 
communities, staffed by doctors 
and nurses. 
“We plan a model of this type 
satellite’ outside the fulton 
area,” Colwill says. 
The Fulton center is the first 
community model established 
by 
the 
family 
medicine 
program, and "currently, we 
are exploring sites for its first 
satellite." This is expected to be 
a town of 500 to 1,000 residents. 
“ Realities 
dictate 
that 
physicians 
establish 
their 
practices where hospitals are 
available,” 
Colwill 
says. 
“Physicians 
will 
also seek 
communities with superior 
education facilities for their 
children and towns with op­ 
portunities for social and 
cultural contacts. 
“In this state, college towns 
are one type of community 
which may well provide these 
types of resources, and function 
as effective regional health 
delivery centers for physicians 
and nurse practitioners Each 
regional center would then be 
able to develop satellites to 
serve the needs of smaller 
surrounding communities.”

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Missouri mineral resources outlook is good 
Senate extends Eilender Fellowship Program 


ROLLA— The outlook for 
Missouri’s mineral resources 
during the next 50 years is 
generally good, according to 
State Geologist Wallace B. Howe 
of the Missouri Department of 
Natural Resources. With large 
lead-zinc, iron ore, cement, lime 
and coal resources, sustained or 
even increased production may 
be possible for half a century or 
more. However, the longterm 
outlook for certain other 
minerals such as barite may be 
uncertain, Howe said. 
Speaking at the Symposium on 
Mining and Utilization of 
Misssouri’s Non-Renewable 
Resources during the Missouri 
Academy of Science annual 
meeting in Rolal recently, Dr. 
Howe emphasized that scientists 
and economists are increasingly 
concerned about the av- 
bailability of mineral resources 
to meet demands of future 
generations. 
An immediate all-out effort to 
develop 
alternative 
energy 
sources is probably the best way 
of coping with the finite 
character of our mineral 
resources, Howe said. This 
country 
and other 
highly 
developed nations are already 
working to develop solar 
radiation, 
hydrogen-as-a-fuel 
and fusion as energy sources to 
free civilization from depen­ 
dency on traditional fossil fuels. 
Research and 
technological 
development of alternate energy 
sources 
will 
require large 
amounts of fossil fuel and other 
minéral resources so, according 
to Dr. Howe, there mustbe a 
strong commitment now while 
these assets are still available to 
support the effort. 
Missouri has a strong mineral 
resource base with a long 
history of substantial production 
of metallic, nonmetallic, in­ 
dustrial mineral, and energy 
resource commodieties. Con­ 
tinued production and con­ 
sumption of these resources and 
their ultimate depletion are 
matters for real concern, Howe 
said. * 
Dr. Howe, who is director of 
the geology and land survey 
division 
of 
the 
Missouri 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Resources in Rolla, explained 
that his agency, the academic 
sector, and industry are working 
to assure continued availability 
of Missouri’s mineral resources 
by: 1) Continuously evaluating 
the state’s mineral resource 
base, 2) directing research 
toward the discovery of new 
deposits, 3) focusing attention 
on “growth” commodities such 
as coal and limestone, 4) 
identifying trace and minor 
elements in coals and metallic 
ores and in mining wastes that 
might be recovered, 5) en­ 
couraging the development and 
production of high unit value 
“specialty products” such as 
heavy-media grade magnetite, 
6) 
emphasizing 
mineral 
resource 
conservation, 
7) 
analyzing social pressures such 
as land use conflicts that limit 
mineral production. 
Missouri and the rest of the 
nation are in the throes of a 
conservation program that is 
essential if mineral and other 
natural resources are to be 
available to*future generations. 
If Americans want to maintain 
today’s standard of living, Howe 
emphasized, they will have to 
make major changes in energy 
use patterns. They must adopt a 
strong conservation ethic based 
on an understanding of the 
practical limits of our natural 
resources. 
The energy needed to mine 
and process minerals will be 
increasingly 
important. The 
lead industry, for example, 
requires large 
amounts of 


energy to mine and concentrate 
the ores and recover the metal. 
Three of the nation’s six lead 
smelters are in Missouri. The 
state also has major cement, 
lime, refractories, and iron ore 
pellet producing industries. 
There are seven port land 
cement plants (Dundee Cement 
Co.’s Clarksville plant has the 
world’s largest rotary kiln) and 
eight refractory clay products 
plants (including the world’s 
largest - A. P. Green Refrac­ 
tories’ Mexico plant). 
A U.S. Geological Survey 
study of materials needed by the 
nation’s primary energy in­ 
dustries in the next 10 to 15 years 
included 
projected 
com­ 
mitments for over 25 million 
tons of barite, 335 million tons of 
concrete, 187 million tons of 
iron, and nearly 27 thousand 
tons of lead. This indicates the 
enormous anticipated demands 
of the oil and gas, coal and 
electric utility industries which 
are 
rapidly 
increasing 
capacities to produce more 
energy. 
Coal is the most prominent 
“growth” 
commodity 
in 
Missouri, according to Dr. 
Howe. It is burned in powre 
plants to generate electricity, 
but may eventually be con­ 
verted to liquied and gaseous 
hydrocarbons. Further delays in 
developing nuclear capacity, 
modification of air pollution 
control regulations, better 
sulfur oxide emission control 
equipment, increases in elec­ 
trical energy consumption or 
other factors could mean more 
rapid expansion of coal mining 
in the state. In any event,coal 
production is at record levels 
nationally and can be expected 
to increase markedly 
in 
Missouri too. 
In Missouri’s iron ore and 
lead-zinc industries, mining is 
long-term and underground with 
little of the land surface being 
disturbed. In others, such as 
coal, barite and clay, mining is 
at the surface where substantial 
acreage may be involved for a 
relatively short time. 
Dr. Howe elaborated on the 
need for better public un­ 
derstanding of commitment of 
land for mineral production 
since resources are not evenly 
distributed and mining must 
take place where the minerals 
are. Of Missouri’s 44 million or 
so acres, only about 60,000 acres 
have been disturbed by coal 
mining. This is considerably less 
than the number of acres that 
have been used for roads, high­ 
ways, shopping centers and 
industrial sites. 
Even though most surface 
mined land in Missouri must be 
reclaimed under 1972 laws, 
social 
and 
environmental 
pressures are increasingly 
affecting mineral resource 
development. Unreasoned 
priorities may result in higher 
costs to consumers as well as 
insufficient minerals for future 


generations, Howe said. 
Nationally, there is concern 
about publicly owned land not 
being available for mineral 
exploration or mining. Changing 
patterns and philosophies in 
public land ownership and 
management may not be as 
critical in Missouri as in western 
states. National Forest lands 
are open to exploration under 
permit with provision for 
mining. At present, about 70 per 
vent of te lead-zinc ore mined in 
Missouri is from Forest land. 
Some areas of the state have 
been suggested for inclusion 
under the Eastern Wilderness 
Act of January 1975. The 


mineral industry has resisted 
the establishment of Wilderness 
Areas in Missouri because of 
concern that withdrawals of 
land from mineral exploration 
might eventually be as ex­ 
tensive as in western states unde 
the Wilderness Act of 1964. 
Industry also fears that, under 
the 1975 Act, much less time will 
be provided for evaluating 
potential resources and that 
appropriate exploration might 
not be allowed. 
Dr. Howe concluded that 
although there are many 
problems in the mineral 
resources a re sa, many can be 
alleviated at state andregional 


levels. Sustained effort is 
needed, he declared, toward 
improving resource and reserve 
data for all mineral com­ 
modities with emphasis on 
identifying new 
exploration 
targets. 
Missouri’s ability to meet 
future demands for minerals 
depends 
on 
identifying 
resources 
and 
supporting 
research on economical ex­ 
traction and production. The 
answers lie, Howe contended, in 
understanding our mineral 
resources, 
investing 
in 
technological development, and 
creating policies to provide for 
needs of future generations.

cratic race to defeat Jimmy 
Carter. 
Carter barely made it in 
Michigan over Rep. Morris K. 
Udall. 
Ford, loser to Reagan in five 
of the last six primaries, got a 
landslide victory of almost 2-1 
from voters in his home state 


of 
Michigan, bringing some 
smiles to the White House for 
the first time in a month and 
leading the President to ob­ 
serve: “Tonight is one of the 
nicest nights Betty and I have 
ever had.” 
The President also defeated 
Reagan easily in Maryland, a 
state where neither did much 
serious work. But Ford still 
trails 
the 
former California 
governor in the overall delegate 
count. 
Among 
the 
D em ocrats, 
Brown did in Maryland what 
Sen. Frank Church did a week 
ago in Nebraska — made his 
primary 
debut by defeating 
front-runner Carter, although 


Carter won the bulk of the dele­ 
gates because Brown filed too

And in Michigan, Carter won 
by a hair over Udall, who has 
made a career of finishing sec­ 
ond. Udall proclaimed the close 
race a victory and said he is in 
the best position to win the 
nomination if Carter falters.

The U.S. Senate has passed a bill prohibiting the taking 
or importing of killer whales for public display. A 
companion bill has been introduced in the House of 
Representatives. 
If passed by both houses of Congress and signed into 
law by the President, this legislation “would preclude 
forever any further display of these magnificent 
animals,” say officials of the Sea World, Inc., which runs 
marine- oriented parks in California and Ohio. 
Not only that, they warn, but it would bring to an end 
vitally important research aimed at protecting killer 
whales and “set a dangerous precedent” that could spur 
growing efforts to ban the public display of ALL animals 
in private or public zoos and aquariums.

animals far more deserving of the protective concern of 
animal lovers.

The Ways and Means plan 
would 
provide 
states 
and 
localities with a "taxable bond 
option" 
when 
they 
borrow 
money At present, states and 
localities 
try 
to keep 
their 
borrowing costs low by issuing 
bonds that are free of federal 
income tax 
But as Fortune 
m agazine pointed out in its 
D ecem ber 
1975 
edition, 
tax 
exempt bonds are very wasteful. 
Most of the benefits of tax 
exemption are captured by the 
banks and wealthy investors, 
leaving comparatively little for 
m unicipalities 
The taxable bond option plan 
will provide a direct federal 
subsidy, if states and localities 
choose to issue taxable rather 
than tax exempt bonds 
The 
proposal will be a voluntary 
alternative to the existing in­ 
direct tax subsidy According to 
recent U.S. Treasury D epart­ 
ment estim ates, adoption of the 
plan will result in a reduction in 
state and local borrowing co6ts 
of $868 million annually, at a net 
cost to the federal government 
of only $81 million On balance, 
the plan will therefore save 
ordinary taxpayers about $787 
million each year (the $868 
million saving to states and 
localities, less the $81 million 
cost to the federal government) 
The losers under this plan, 
sa y s 
T axation 
W ith 
Representation, will be those 
banks and wealthy investors 
that have traditionally used tax 
exem pt state and local bonds to 
avoid paying their fair share of 


federal taxes. Over 88 per cent 
of the $11 billion in tax relief 
enjoyed by individuals holders 
of tax exempt bonds now goes to 
people 
earning 
over 
$50,000 
annually. TWR feels that they

Meanwhile, most banks are 
making

This led the researchers also 
to conclude, all for the sam e $4 2 
million price, that there is a

for 
finding 
ways 
of 
assuring that in-use cars are 
properly maintained " 
The language of the studies is 
often ponderous, as befits a $4 2 
million project 
But the con­ 
clusion, even after it has been 
dressed up in scholarly ver­ 
biage, was hardly worth $4 2 
million 
EPA could have ob­ 
tained the same finding from 
any 
com petent 
g a ra g e 
m echanic for, say. $4 20. 
The EPA official in charge of 
car pollution control, Eric Stork, 
cheerfully contm k that the $4 2 
million data can now be used to 
convince state and city officials 
that they should compel owners 
to keep their cars tuned up. 
Thus, EPA would pass the 
buck to the cities and states, bla­ 
ming the whole auto pollution 
problem 
on 
poorly 
tuned 
engines, 
But the EPA tests 
produced evidence that seven 
engine lines appeared to be 
violating clean air standards

engines were bad emaigh, EPA 
was

A confidential report, which

"The affected m anufacturers 
requested and received all data 
related to the testing of their 
cars and went through these 
m aterials in enormous detail," 
discloses the document. "From 
that review, various questions 
as to the validity of the data ... 
were identified " 
Top EPA officials quickly

paychecks....increased

call for continuing construction 
of costly power plants... .we have 
to borrow 80 percent of the 
money to keep up.. .For every 
dollar we earned in 1973 we put 
$7.39 back. ..” That $7.39 for 
every dollar of earnings of the 
company in 1973 represented 
voluntary 
capital 
investm ent 
drawn from the savings of in­ 
vestors all over the country.

The FTC, repeating a con­ 
cern it voiced last year, said 
certain ads “may tend to en 
courage consumers to ignore 
the grave health consequences 
of smoking ” It cited a recent 
ad 
“ for Salem in which a 
smoker asserts, ‘I don't analyze 
smoking, I enjoy it.’” 
The FTC is undertaking the 
investigation “to learn what the 
cigarette industry knows about 
the effects of its advertising 
and other promotional activities 
on 
consumers and 
potential 
consumers ” 
The commission wants Con­ 
gress to provide a more sharp­ 
ly worded health warning on 
cigarette packs and ads Since 
1970 the packs have carried the 
wording, "The Surgeon General 
has determined that cigarette 
smoking is dangerous to your 
health ” 
The agency favors a warning 
that would either spell out the 
diseases smoking can lead to, 
or declare smoking “may re­ 
sult in your death.” 
The report defended the cur­ 
rent label, despite the rise in

The commission renewed a 
previous recommendation that 
each cigarette brand be re­ 
quired to list its tar and nico­ 
tine rating on both packaging

Buying a dishwasher: 
consumer checklist 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - 
Although the dishwasher was 
invented more than 60 years 
ago, throughout much ot its his­ 
tory it has been an appliance 
stepchild. 
It was not until the housing 
boom that followed World War 
□ that the dishwasher begin to 
find a place in the American 
household. Today, the dish­ 
washer is no longer considered 
a luxury by a generation raised 
to the idea that you don’t have 
to have your hands in scalding 
dishwater three times a day to 
prove your worth as a home­ 
maker. 
With a majority of the dish­ 
washers installed in the ’60s 
and early ’60s now well past 
their prime, a booming replace­ 
ment market has developed 
and manufacturers have been 
encouraged to make a host of 
improvements to overcome the 
early 
consumer 
complaints 
having to do with cleaning abil­ 
ity, operating noise and the 
need for pre-rinsing. 


Here’s a checklist of what to 
look for in a new under counter 
dishwasher, prepared by a ma­ 
jor appliance manufacturer: 
—Good sound insulation is a 
must for peace of mind. Make 
sure the model you buy has in­ 
sulation all around, not just on 
the top or sides. 
—Consider the type of mate­ 
rial used for the tub interior. 
Metal tubs are usually stainless 
steel and, while chip-proof, they 
can later develop surface rust 
and even leak at the seams in 
e x t r e m e cases. Porcelain 
enamel resists surface rust and 
seam leaks, but can chip and 
rust and is difficult to repair. 
Plastic coatings also resist 


seam leaks and are chip-proof; 
they can be cut, but are easily 
repaired. New one-piece mold­ 
ed solid plastic tubs cannot 
rust, chip or peel. 
—Reversible door panels sim- 
ttchen de- 
come 
with a choice of colors 
—Look for a built-in so ft-food 
disposer; it will eliminate most 
scraping and prerinsing. Large 
or hard scraps, of course, must 
always be removed. 
—Wash time can be critical 
to getting dishes truly clean. 
Loos for extended time wash 
cycles for use with heavily 
soiled pots and pans. 
—Wash action is important to 
the cleaning job. Most dlrfi- 
washers have either two or 


three sources of water action. 
A water source for each rack 
and a rinsing shower will do a 
thorough job. 
—If energy costs are high in 
your community, look for a 
power-saver option that lets 
you omit the heated drying 
cycle, a rinse-and-hold setting, 
or a water and energy saving 
short-wash cycle, advises the 
Consumers Institute of General 
Electric and Hotpoint.

In the case of the first bird, 
John Lewis, turkey biologist for 
the Conservation Department, 
ruled it had enough domestic 
blood in it that it couldn't be

The second bird, taken by a 
Texas County hunter, had all the 
characteristics of a wild bird. 
“ But when I saw it, it had been 
field dressed,’’ Lewis says.

A turkey loses 
only 10 per cent of its body 
weight when it’s field dressed 
and

Lewis said the bird was two 
years old and that would be an 
extremely short time to raise 
any turkey to more than 34 
pounds, even a domestic one. 


“Weight records aren’t what 
turkey hunting is all about 
anyway,” he says. Because of

decided not to maintain a state 
turkey weight record list- there 
never have been any awards for 
such records anyway.

— “One day at school I saw 
this funny-looking thing with 
blinking lights,” said 17-year- 
old Roger Walker of his first 
encounter with the nation’s 
newest hobby: the digital com­ 
puter. 
“I dropped in to see what it 
was, then I just kept coming 
back. I really got hooked on 
it,” added Walker 


Computers — for a long time 
highly sophisticated and vastly 
expensive machines requiring 
platoons of technicians, progra- 
mers, mathematicians and en­ 
gineers to run — now are being 
sold and used by amateurs. It’s 
happening just the way ham ra­ 
dios 
and 
high-fidelity 
sets 
passed into the hands of hobby­ 
ists of earlier generations. 
The nation's first electronic 
computer, developed at the 
University of Pennsylvania’s 
Moore school in the 1940s, took 
several years to build and cost 
close to $20 million. But tech­ 
nological developments have 
made it possible to build an 
equivalent 
computer for as 
little as $500 
The advance which makes 
possible hobby computers is the 
"microprocessor,” 
a 
device 
which 
does 
everything 
the 
room-sized original at the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania could 
do — yet fits on the area of a 
fingernail and is only millime­ 
ters thick. 
"This hobby didn’t exist five 
years ago,” said Douglas Caili- 
han, 35, a network radio tech­ 
nician in Boston. “Except for 
the very wealthy, no one had 
them in his house." 
“We used to consider our­ 
selves fortunate when freshmen 
had calculus Now we are get­ 
ting students who have already 
built their own computers," 
said Peter Jessel, a computer 
scientist at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology In Cam­ 
bridge 
These small, inexpensive and 
versatile computers can be 


used for many things, from 
playing games to solving very 
technical problems. 
“You can connect the com­ 
puters to your television to play 
video games, like ping-pong, or 
you can connect it to a speaker 
to play music,” Jessel ex­ 
plained. 
Walker uses his to grade stu­ 
dents’ tests. 
Geoffrey Feldman, 24, a free­ 
lance engineer from Amherst, 
says he’s pursuing more sophis­ 
ticated goals. 
"I dropped out of school, and 
I’m using the computer to edu­ 
cate myself. I’m getting about 
10 times the education for the 
cost,” Feldman says. 
“Electronic music is getting 
very involved, and the comput­ 
er can take over some of the 
work,” he explains. “I had 
known people were making mi­ 
croprocessors, and I knew it 
was just a matter of time be­ 
fore the prices began to drop.” 
“I play games — like back­ 
gammon or chess; store some 
tax information and eliminate a 
lot of paperwork from my life,” 
Callihan says. “I’m also using 
it for a lot of common garden 
variety things, like watching 
the house with devices that act 
as eyes.” 
Until recently, inexpensive 
computer equipment was not 
readily available to the general 
public. But now Massachusetts 
hobbyists have their own spe­ 
cialty shop, “The Computer 
Store," here. 
Sidney Halligan, 45. and Dick 
Brown, 43, are owners of the 
store, one of about a dozen 
computer hobbyshops in the na­ 
tion. 
“With the low cost and the 
availability of these computers, 
they are going to be as much a 
part of everyday life as the 
toaster,” 
Halligan 
believes 
"The younger people are going 
to be in the computer age 
whether they like it or not. 
“Now that there are low-cost 
computers, 
the 
pressure 
is 


mounting to develop programs 
to do domestic tasks,” said Dr. 
Steve Ward, an MIT professor. 
"They 
have become 
cheap 
enough so that we can expect 
them to have a serious impact 
on 
household 
management 
within the next decade.” 
“It's not a freak idea. It is 
the second revolution for com­ 
puters: 
computers 
for 
the 
people. It is the beginning of a 
new kind of computer market­ 
ing,” according to Halligan. “It 
is a new retail distribution 
method of what used to be a 
very complicated product.” 
His customers, ranging from 
age 10 to 65, can buy all kinds 
of computer parts, including 
the processing unit, the memo­ 
ry, and connections to hook 
computers to items already in 
the home. Halligan says an en­ 
tire system runs from $700 to 
$1,200. When completed it looks 
like a small box and can sit on 
a table. 
“The 'biggies' are starting to 
catch up to this thing,” Fel­ 
dman adds, referring to the 
computer “kits” being sold by , 
large computer firms, including 
Intel, Signetics and MOS Tech­ 
nology 
"It’s an exploding market­ 
place," says a spokesman for 
Intel, the nation’s largest pro­ 
ducer of microprocessors In­ 
tel's sales last year totalled 
$137 million. 
Staffs at The Computer Store 
are trained to help untangle the 
electronic knots 
“There are 
some people who are clumsy, 
so we do have backup here If 
they really mess something up, 
we’ll help them get it work­ 
ing,” Halligan says. 
Halligan and Brown also sell 
the computer hobbyist maga­ 
zine, BYTE, and display infor­ 
mation about the New England 
Computer Society, a hobby­ 
ists'club.

for 
M issouri's 
mineral resources 
during the next 50 years is 
generally good, according to 
State Geologist Wallace B. Howe 
of the Missouri Departm ent of 
N atural Resources. With large 
lead-zinc, iron ore, cement, lime 
and coal resources, sustained or 
even increased production may 
be possible for half a century or 
more. However, the longterm 
outlook 
for 
certain 
other 
m inerals such as barite may be 
uncertain, Howe said. 
Speaking at the Symposium on 
M ining 
and 
U tilization 
of 
M issso u ri’s 
N on-R enew able 
Resources during the Missouri 
Academy 
of Science annual 
m eeting in Rolal recently, Dr. 
Howe emphasized that scientists 
and economists are increasingly 
co n cern ed 
about

m eet demands of future 
generations. 
An im m ediate all-out effort to 
develop 
alternative 
energy 
sources is probably the best way 
of

developed nations are already 
w orking 
to 
develop 
so lar 
radiation, 
hydrogen-as-a-fuel 
and fusion as energy sources to 
free civilization from depen­ 
dency on traditional fossil fuels.
